Randall was jailed for 
five years, the other two 
each received three 
years. 

Prosecutor Andrew 
Davies said Jayendra 
Patel was in his shop, 
the M & V Store in 
Victoria Street, Caerau, 
when Randall burst in 
holding an imitation 
firearm and demanding 
money. 

He said the 
defendants had driven 
around the area looking 
for somewhere to rob. 

When Randall went 
into the shop, he pulled 
his hood over his face 
and pointed the gun at 
Mr Patel but, showing 
great bravery, the 


shopkeeper picked up a 
stick and chased him 
from the premises. 

Seconds later, 

Randall returned. Mr 
Patel then called the 
police before Donaldson 
caused a distraction and 
they all made off. 

Mr Patel made a note 
of the registration of the 
car involved and this 
was traced to Randall 
and Donaldson’s 
address. 

Mr Davies said the 
store was targeted and 
the incident had been 
pre-planned. 

Passing sentence, 
Judge Michael Fitton 
said Mr Patel, after the 
incident, suffered fear 
and anxiety. 

He said the trio had 
checked out the position 
in the shop and they 
saw when Mr Patel was 
alone and vulnerable.

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Call to speed up the growth of Welsh 
medium education in Bridgend 


“BRIDGEND County Borough Council 
(BCBC) should take urgent action to 
improve the provision of Welsh medium 
education in the county and plan to open 
more schools.” 

That’s the view of parent-led organisation RhAG 
- Parents for Welsh Medium Education - which 
called on the council to act as the area hosted the 
Urdd Eisteddfod earlier week. 

There are still no Welsh medium primary schools 
in parts of the county, and the secondary school is 
located in the northern-most part of the borough. 

Although the county has discussed the need for 
more Welsh medium schools, RhAG claims that 
very little has happened there for decades, with the 
exception of Ysgol Gy fun Gymraeg Llangynwyd, 
which opened in 2008. 

RhAG claims that local parents want to see: 
relocating Ysgol Gyfun Llangynwyd to a central 
position in the county; establishment of a new 
primary school or a 3-19 school; establishment of 
new Welsh medium primary schools in Porthcawl 
and the southwest area of Bridgend and more 
provision in the Pencoed area, since Ysgol Dolau in 
RCT is full. 

Lisa Wilson, chair of RhAG Bridgend, said: 
“Approximately 140,000 people live in the county 
of Bridgend, some 13,000 more than the Vale. And 
yet the Vale has seven Welsh medium primary 
schools, but there are only four in Bridgend county. 

According to the 2011 Census, (population) 
about 10 per cent of both counties can speak Welsh, 
but the Vale is preparing more effectively for the 
future; i.e. proposals are currently being submitted

“Three of the four schools are full or within 10 
per cent of reaching their capacity, and yet there are 
currently no proposals outlined in the county’s 
Welsh in Education Development Plan to resolve 
this. 

“Ysgol Bro Ogwr has been running at full 
capacity for years, and children have been refused a 
place as a result. 

“Almost 30 years have passed since the last 
Welsh medium primary school was opened with the 
county having failed to make any progress, which 
unfortunately is similar to the nearby county of 
Neath Port Talbot. 

“The Welsh Government’s ambitious goal of 
reaching a million Welsh speakers by 2050 is 
entirely dependent on increasing the numbers of 
pupils who are educated through the medium of 
Welsh. 

“Increasing the infrastructure of Welsh medium 
schools is an absolutely vital element in the 
planning of national language policy. We need to 
accelerate growth if we are to have any hope of 
reaching this goal. 

“We look forward to the growth of Welsh 
medium education in Bridgend as a result of the 
Welsh Government’s ambitious targets and the 
commitment of the First Minister Carwyn Jones, 
who represents the constituency of Bridgend, to 
Welsh-medium education.”

Plea for 'investment 7 in Welsh 
medium vocational courses 


THROUGHOUT the week 
at the Urdd Eisteddfod, the 
Welsh Language 

Commissioner discussed 
the use of Welsh as a skill 
for employment. 

Asking children and young 
people about the kind of jobs they 
want to do after leaving school, it 
was reported that many wish to 
work in vocational areas, with 
care, construction, and hair and 
beauty being the most popular. 

The commissioner, Meri Huws, 
said: “If we are to create a Wales 
where people can live their lives 
through the medium of Welsh and 
where the language is a central 
and natural part of life, there is a 
need to ensure that the education 
system as a whole prepares the 
workforce and the linguistic skills 
to provide bilingual services. 

“One part of the education 
jigsaw that appears to have 
received less attention than others 
over the years is the range of 


choices available in post-16 
education. Further education is a 
vital part of the educational 
journey, and of the wider 
economy. 

“The colleges are rooted in our 
communities and they present a 
range of courses from the 
academic to the vocational, from 
college to the workplace, and from 
adult learning to higher education. 

“However, there is a gap in the 
Welsh language provision in FE 
colleges, and in vocational courses 
in particular. This should be 
addressed as a matter of urgency, 
so that students can serve their 
communities with the necessary 
skills.” 

Iestyn Davies, chief executive 
of colleges Wales, said: “We 
welcome the Commissioner’s 
message about the importance of 
the Welsh language as an 
employability skill this week. As a 
sector representing 131,000 
students in Wales, we are working 
hard to ensure that students have 


the opportunity to continue with 
their Welsh medium learning as 
they prepare for different careers. 

“With two thirds of young 
people aged 16-19 attending one 
of the 12 FE colleges in Wales, the 
role of further education is key in 
providing education, training and 
skills which are compatible with 
the workforce’s needs. 

“As we work together as a 
nation to reach the Welsh 
Government’s target of one 
million Welsh speakers by 2050 
we want to see a constant increase 
in the Welsh language provision 
for our students. 

“To support this increase, we 
need investment, but there is also 
a need for partnering with Welsh- 
medium organisations, schools 
and universities and, more 
importantly, include the need for 
Welsh language skills in teacher 
training courses.”

building. Dendrologists 
are able to count the 
number of rings in a tree 
and subsequently assess 
the age of the wood. 

The samples taken 
from St John’s House 
show that the wood was 
felled in circa 1511-12 
(1511 was the year Henry 
Vlll’s flagship Mary 
Rose was launched) and 
experts from the 
RCAHMW confirm that 
the house must have been 
built then or soon after. 

A spokesperson for 
RCAHMW said: 

“The tree-ring dates 
now show that St John’s 
house was built in the 
early 16th century, and it 
is one of the earliest 
smaller storeyed houses 
of hearth-passage house 
plan. This was clearly a 
high status house but its 
history is obscure... [yet] 
the house is of great 
significance.” 

Ken Hinton, chair of 
trustees said: “This is 
wonderful news! The 
history of St John’s 
House is something of a 
mystery with quite a bit 
of local folklore 
surrounding it, but no 
definitive information 
prior to 1791. 

“As described by 
RCAHMW the house is 
of greater significance 
than we originally 
thought. 

“We do not know who 
built the house or why. 

Knowing the date it was 
built will at least set our 
research boundaries. If 
anyone can help with this 
research please let us 
know.

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The Porthcawl man who died fighting with 
The Anzacs - LOCAL HISTORY BY CERI JOSEPH 



PORTHCAWL 
historian Ceri 
Joseph continues 
her series on 
Porthcawl at war, 
100 years ago. 
This month, it’s 
June 1917. 

N the winter of 
1916, General 
Sir Herbert 
Plumer had begun 
making plans for a 
major offensive at 
Messines Ridge; the 
aim of which was to 
gain control of the 
higher ground 
south east of the 
Ypres Salient, near 
Hill 60. 

From January 1917 
the allies, many of them 
Welsh miners, dug 
approximately 8,000 
metres of tunnel and 
placed 600 tons of 
explosives under the 
German lines. 


On June 7 under 
Plumer’s orders a 
simultaneous detonation 
of all 19 mines caused 
such a massive 
explosion that it was 
heard in London. 

Under a creeping 
barrage, three corps of 
the British Second 
Army were then sent 
forward and within 
three hours had 
captured their primary 
objectives. 

One of the corps 
involved in the attack 
was the II Anzac Corps 
commanded by 
Lieutenant-General A 
Godley. It contained 
the 3rd Australian 
Division, experiencing 
service on the Western 
Front for the first time. 

Further attacks 
between June 8 and 
June 14 advanced the 
British line even 
further; supported by 
the 4th Australian 
Division, they took the 
German ‘Oosttaveme’ 


Line from the German 
4th Army. 

Throughout the 
assault the Australians 
lost 6,800 men, one of 
whom was Private 
Edward Burnell 
Wilkins, 44th Infantry 
Battalion, 3rd 
Australian Division who 
was killed by German 
shellfire on June 8. 

In a letter to his 
father, Henry Wilkins, 
Sergeant Rumford 
wrote: “Ted was on his 
way to the officer in 
command of the 
company with a 
message, which he 
delivered after great 
personal risk. On his 
way back to his post, he 
was forced to take 
shelter for a short 
period in a shell-hole 
when a German shell 
burst very close to him 
and caused him instant 
death.” 

One of seven 
children, Ted was born 
October 1889 in a 


cottage adjacent to the 
now forgotten Lamb Inn 
in Nottage, to Henry 
and Elizabeth Wilkins. 
Henry was a 
stonemason and Ted 
followed him into the 
trade, being apprenticed 
as a bricklayer to 
William J Jackson of 
New Road, Porthcawl. 

On May 23, 1913 
Ted and his cousin 
Cradock Burnell, also 
of Nottage, emigrated to 
Freemantle, Perth in 
Australia from London 
docks on the RMS 
Osterley. Within a few 
years the ship would be 
used as an Australian 
troopship, making 59 
return voyages. 

Ted settled in Perth 
and continued his trade, 
bricklaying, until 
December 30,1915 
when he enlisted in ‘A’ 
Company 44th 
Battalion/ 11th Brigade, 
Service No 979. On 
June 6, 1916 aboard the 
HMAT ‘ Suevic , the 44th 
sailed for England, 
landing at Plymouth on 
July 21, 1916. 

While the battalion 
was undergoing training 
on Salisbury Plain, Ted 
was given a few days 
leave which he spent 
visiting his family in 
Nottage. On November 
25, the Battalion left 
Southampton for France 
where, during the 
following months, they 
spent their time training 
or labouring. 

On April 14 a couple 
of months before 
Messine, Private 
Edward Wilkins was 
allocated the duty of 
being a stretcher-bearer, 
which he continued to 
do until his death. He 
is buried at Kandahar 
Farm Cemetery, near 
Ypres. Notably his 
gravestone bears the 
inscription: ‘KNOWN 
TO BE BURIED IN 
THIS CEMETERY.’ 

Unfortunately, as a 
result of so much 
shelling and the chaos 
of war, many Australian 
bodies proved 
unidentifiable when the 
Imperial War Graves 
Commission [founded 
in May 1917, and from 
1960, the Common¬ 
wealth War Graves 
Commission] came to 
reorder the cemetery. 
Therefore, although 
they know that Ted is 
buried within the 
cemetery grounds, they 
could not specify 
where. Hence the 


inscription. 

On the day Ted was 
killed General John 
Pershing, Commander 
in Chief of the 
American troops, 
landed at Liverpool 
where he was met by 
King George V. By 
September 1918, an 
estimated 844,000 US 
soldiers had passed 
through Liverpool on 
their way to France. 

Many American 
soldiers were billeted 
across Merseyside, with 
an American Army Rest 
Camp established at 
Knotty Ash. On June 
13, General Pershing 
and the 1st Division 
AEF landed in France. 

Even by October 31, 
1917 the AEF only 
numbered 6,064 officers 
and 80,969 men, which 
curtailed American 
involvement in the war 
activities of 1917. 

However, as a result 
of the German spring 
offensive of 1918, in 
June and July 1918 
America sent over 
584,000 men. One of 
them, attached to the 
58th US Infantry, would 
be Private Clifford 
Prosser Lewis who was 
also bom in Nottage. 
Private Lewis’s story 
will be told at a later 
date. 

On June 13, the day 
the Americans arrived 
in France, 18 German 
bombers made a 
daylight raid on 
London. The Gotha 
bombers were deployed 
from a base in Belgium 
and left 162 killed, of 
which 46 were children 
attending Poplar Infants 
School that day. 

This was the first 
successful use of 
bombers, replacing the 
now defunct Zeppelins 
and led to official safety 
measures being devised 
for civilians. Up to this 
point few precautions 
were taken by civilians 
- many had mn into the 
streets to observe 
events! 

While Porthcawl 
seemed a long way 
from such danger, the 
effects of war continued 
to touch the town. June 
witnessed the funerals 
of two respected 
residents who had died 
through the wounds 
they had suffered on 
active service. 

Private Ernest 
Davies, Welsh 
Regiment had 
eventually succumbed

contracted in April. 

Both funerals were 
held at St John’s 
Church, Newton under 
the guidance of Rev 
Thomas Holmes 
Morgan, Rector of the 
Parish. 

At their respective 
family gravesides, a 
volley of three shots 
was executed and the 
Bugle Band of the 
Porthcawl Voluntary 
Training Corps played 
Last Post. Both 
soldiers’ biographies 
have appeared in 
previous issues. 

Elsewhere in 
Porthcawl, Mr Philip 
and Mrs Elizabeth 
Harding celebrated their 
Golden Wedding 
Anniversary on June 1. 
Philip Harding had been 
in the employ of the 
GWR since 1865; two 
years more than his 
marriage. 

Arriving from 
Cornwall, his first job 
was as gateman on the 
Porthcawl dock before 
becoming the railway 
station porter. His 
intention had been to 
retire in 1914 but he 
was heard to say: “I am 
too old to go and fight, 
but I will continue to do 
my duty by remaining 
here until the war is 
over.” 

Mr Harding having 
worked for three years 
at the new railway 
station, which opened in 
1916, retired in August 
1919 aged 72. Mr and 


Mrs Harding had 10 
children and 12 
grandchildren. Sadly, 
Mrs Harding died in 
December 1917. Philip 
died in 1933 aged 87. 

Tragically on June 6, 
1917 a soldier, 
convalescing at the Rest 
Home drowned while 
bathing in the sea. 
Private William Michael 
Fisk, 9th Battalion, 

N orthumberland 
Fusiliers, entered the 
water about 100 yards 
west of the home and 
swam outwards. 

According to 
witnesses he turned as if 
to swim along the beach 
when he suddenly 
shouted for help. 
Unfortunately he 
disappeared before 
assistance could get to 
him. Pte Fisk was 31 
years old, married with 
four children and had 
been a coalminer before 
the war in Durham. 

Finally, it is worth 
noting that the success 
at Messines earlier in 
the month had, 
ironically, lulled Allied 
senior commanders into 
a false sense of 
achievement. Bolstered 
by victory, they became 
too complacent and 
naively expected even 
more success in their 
next major attack - the 
Third Battle of Ypres at 
Passchendaele. 

Beginning on July 
31, the months that 
followed would prove to 
be one of the worst 
campaigns of the war.

S Robert T John. 
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Plea to councillors 
to review care costs 


THE cost of overnight 
expenses and meal 
allowances claimed by 
councillors can be twice 
what local authorities pay 
in care home fees for 
vulnerable people, Care 
Forum Wales has said. 

In Bridgend, it costs £77.43 for 
24 hours residential care. In the 
Vale, 24 hours of care costs 
£80.71. 

If councillors are away on 
official business, they can claim 
£95 a night for overnight 
accommodation and £28 for 
meals, making a total of £123. 

The care figures have come to 
light following an investigation 
by Care Forum Wales, the body 
that represents nearly 500 social 
care providers. 

Bridgend County Borough 
Council said it understood the 
point the forum was making, but 
emphasised that councillors’ costs 
were set nationally, and the 
council was strict on overnight 
stays. 

Care Forum Wales has 
compiled a list of the latest fees 
paid by local authorities for 
residential and nursing care in 
Wales. 

The rate per night paid by local 
authorities for residential care 
varies between £60.57 in Powys 
to £80.81 in Rhondda Cynon Taf. 

According to Care Forum 
Wales, there was a “curious 
disparity that some might see as a 
case of double standards” and 
they urged councillors elected last 
month to review care home fees 
“on the basis of fairness”. 

Senior policy advisor at Care 
Forum Wales, Mary Wimbury,

said: “We certainly don’t 

begrudge councillors the right to 
claim legitimate expenses while 
on official duties. Far from it - 
councillors do an important job 
and they must be properly 
reimbursed and supported. 

“It seems only fair that as a 
society, we provide a similar 
adequate level of funding for 
social care for the most 
vulnerable people in our 
communities. 

“The issue is simply about 
what is fair and appropriate. With 
the 22 new councils in place, we 
have an opportunity to make 
things fairer for everybody, not 
least those who receive and 
provide social care in Wales. 

“It seems to me only right that 
a councillor, who has expenses 
quite properly to deal with 
council business, should not be 


having more than it pays for a 
profoundly frail older person who 
has been assessed as needing that 
care. 

“Councillors are reimbursed 
for real costs and the point we 
would make is that social care 
providers are also having to deal 
with very real costs. 

“Nursing care involves paying 
a nurse to be on the premises 24/7 
and staff will need to help, dress, 
wash and sometimes move and 
feed residents, as well as dealing 
with incontinence. This level of 
care is way above and beyond the 
cost of accommodation and food 
for a councillor.” 

Care Forum Wales supplied 
figures (calculated over 24 hours) 
for Bridgend residential care 
(£77.43); care for an elderly 
person with mental health 
problems (£82.57); nursing a 
person (£98.57); and nursing an 
elderly, infirm person with mental 
health issues (£103.71). 

A spokesman for BCBC 
commented: “Bridgend County 
Borough Council takes its caring 
responsibilities very seriously and 
we understand the point that Care 
Forum Wales is trying to make. 

“However, rates for overnight 
stays and meals are set on a 
national level by the Independent 
Remuneration Panel for Wales, 
not local authorities. 

“In the case of Bridgend 
County Borough Council, 
overnight stays are rarely 
necessary. They are subject to 
strict controls and criteria, must 
be approved in advance, have a 
clear link to council business, and 
are only granted when no other 
cheaper options are available.”

Coun Alex Williams 
had tabled a motion for 
last week’s full council 
meeting which asked that 
the Budget Research and 
Evaluation Panel review 
the budget for 2017/18 so 
that spending on 
education was protected. 

At the meeting, Coun 
Williams said that an 
amendment to that 
motion had been agreed 
following consultation 
with the council’s Labour 
leader Huw David. 

This proposed that the 
review be carried out on 
the budget for 2018-19 
and subsequent years in 
conjunction with a 
review of the 
Community Action 
Fund. 

Mr Williams 

explained that it was too 
late to review the 2017 
budget as that financial 
year was already 
underway, and he 
accepted that the review 
should cover the years 
from April 2018 
onwards. 

The council had 
previously approved a 
one per cent cut in 
schools budgets year on 
year which is likely to 
see teaching posts 
scrapped in most schools. 

Mr Williams said: “On 
May 4, a significant 
change took place with 
31 new councillors being 
elected to the authority 
from all parties. It’s 
important that the budget 
for 2018-19 reflects the 
view of the new 
councillors and that they 
should not be bound by 
decisions taken by the 
previous administration. 

“I welcome the 
Labour leaders’ decision 
to build a new cross¬ 
party approach. This 
motion asks for the panel 
to be re-convened. They 
will then look again at 
this policy.” 

The amended motion 
was passed unanimously.

INTO A COMA 


A CAT from Barry 
who woke a diabetic 
teenager when he 
was close to falling 
into a coma, has 
been shortlisted for 
an award after 
being named as a 
finalist in Cats 
Protection’s Nat¬ 
ional Cat Awards 
2017. 

Phoenix beat hundreds 
of other entries to take 
her place as one of three 
contenders in the ‘Hero 
Cat’ category, celebrating 
cats that saved the day. 

The 11-month-old pet 
was selected as a finalist 
in recognition of alerting 
16-year-old Liam 

Simpson to a potential 
medical emergency as he 
slept in February this 
year. 

Mum Jo explained: 
“Liam has type 1 
diabetes, and it’s very 
important his blood sugar 
doesn’t run too high or 


low, as either can be very 
dangerous. 

“It can be hard to tell if 
there’s a problem while 
he’s asleep, but Phoenix 
seems to know. 

“Phoenix has woken 
Liam a few times when 
his blood sugar has been 
outside of safe levels, by 
jumping onto his chest 
and pawing at him. 

“On one occasion in 
February, Liam’s blood 
sugar was particularly 
low and if he had been 
left any longer he could 
have fallen into a coma. 

“Fortunately, Phoenix 
was there and had kept 
batting him with her paw 
until he woke up. 

“Had he not woken, 
there could have been 
very serious 

consequences, so we feel 
so lucky to have her. 

“Phoenix is a great 
family pet, and she 
enjoys being with people 
very much. But she’s 
extra close to Liam and 
likes to sleep in his room. 

“As a mum, it’s really 


comforting for me to 
think that Phoenix is 
looking out for him.” 

While some animals 
can be trained as medical 
alert animals, Phoenix 
has never received any 
training, making her 
ability to detect health 
emergencies even more 
remarkable.

of starts; Batman v 
Superman (despite this 
writer finding much to 
admire) was a critical 
bomb while Suicide 
Squad brought home 
big box office but was 
something of a mess. 

So Wonder Woman’s 
arrival on the scene 
comes with double the 
pressure - both to 
course-correct the DC 
universe and to be the 
first female-led 
superhero film to reach 
the big screen. It’s good 
to report, then, that not 
only does Wonder 
Woman restore balance 
to the shaky foundations 
of DC on film, but also 
makes for a superb film 
on its own terms. 

Having already met 
the character briefly in 
the aforementioned 
BvS, Wonder Woman 
expands on the 
character’s mythos and 
how she came to leave 
Themyscira. The film’s 
early scenes set on the 
island are visually 
gorgeous and sets the 
stakes up well. 

Young Diana doesn’t 
need to learn to fight as 
war is purely for the 
outside world, the 
Amazons protected, but, 
as tempestuous youths 
are prone to doing 
(especially in films like 
this) Diana begins her 
training learning 


hitherto unknown 
abilities before getting 
embroiled in Steve 
Trevor’s espionage 
mission to try and stop 
Germany winning 
World War I. 

Once this narrative 
heavy lifting is done the 
film settles down into 
something of a period 
romp, as Diana gets 
used to the outside 
world (both the good 
and the bad aspects of 
it) and sets about 
bringing peace to it. It 
would feel slightly 
portentous were it not 
for the tone that director 
Patty Jenkins goes for, 
serious certainly but not 
without moments of 
levity. 

It’s a film that, 
pleasingly, doesn’t shy 
away from the horrors 
of war, nor the fact that 
just because Diana is 
working with the ‘good 
guys’, all mankind, no 
matter the side, can be 
corrupted and broken by 
warfare. 

What’s most 
refreshing is that, 
having so far failed to 
really nail the character 
of Superman, and 
turned Batman into a 
Trump-lite vigilante, 
writer Allan Heinberg 
portrays the character as 
she is on the page - 
heroic, stoic and decent, 
determined to do the 
right thing. 

They’ve found the 
right actress to do that 
in Gal Gadot, whose 
casting was met with 
more than a degree of 
scepticism but who has 
proved, over now two 
films, to be superb in 
the role. Having stolen 
BvS from the big hitters 
Gadot is excellent here, 
a glint in her eye and a 
ferocity in her heart, 
and the purity and 
innocence of the 
character being slowly 
corroded by the realities 
of the real world are 
portrayed superbly by 
the actress. 

She has a great foil in 
Chris Pine, whose work 
just keeps getting better 
and better, and here he 
not only manages to 
make for an interesting 


character but one who is 
more than happy to 
cede the spotlight to 
Gadot when required, 
the pair sharing a 
wonderful chemistry. 

There is much to 
enjoy around them; 

Lucy Davis is a delight 
as Trevor’s secretary; 
the band of brothers 
Trevor employs to help 
track down Luddendorff 
(Ewen Bremner, Said 
Taghmaoui and Eugene 
Brave Rock) offer both 
light relief and depth, 
while Connie Nielsen 
and Robin Wright (as 
Diana’s mother and aunt 
respectively) impress. 

The only real bum 
note comes from the 
villains of the piece; 
Danny Huston struggles 
to bring any real 
intensity to the one-note 
character of 
Luddendorff while the 
(in theory) more 
interesting Doctor 
Poison also feels 
undercooked despite 
Elena Anaya’s best 
efforts. 

With Patty Jenkins 
impressing greatly in 
the director’s chair 
(even if the climactic 
set-piece is a little too 
OTT with the CGI), this 
is a truly great 
superhero film, and one 
that is all the more 
impressive given the 
hefty weight it carries 
on its shoulders. 

It may have taken 76 
years for Wonder 
Woman to reach the big 
screen from the page - 
but now she’s finally 
here she’s truly Wonder¬ 
ful! 

VERDICT - A superb 
big-screen debut for the 
character, Wonder 
Woman is a sublime 
film. While its villains 
are lacklustre, Patty 
Jenkins’ direction and a 
wonderful cast, led 
superbly by Gal Gadot’s 
titular character and 
Chris Pine, make this a 
joy to watch. 
Recommended.

That’s why it is 
important to check the 
following golden rules 
BEFORE that important 
purchase. 

1. Is the company you 
intend to buy from a 
member of CEDAB? 

You can visit 
www.cedonline.org.uk to 
check. This is an 
organisation that has 
strict rules to ensure its 
members conform to 
high standards backed by 
both NAEP and BHTA. 

2. Does it have more 
than one engineer (or 
even one at all)? If not, 
what happens when they 
are ill or on holiday? 

3. Does it have the 
track record and back-up 
to be here in 12 months’ 
time? It’s often better to 
buy from a company that 
has a proven track record 
and experienced staff 
rather than a market 
trader or a one-man band, 


who often is not around 
in a few months’ time 
when you need that 
repair or service done. 

4. There are many 
horror stories regarding 
some direct sellers from 
the national press who 
pressure people into 
buying, often at inflated 
prices and then not being 
around for that repair or 
service or worse still, 
never delivering the 
goods. 

Make sure that you 
buy from an established 
retailer that has local 
showrooms and

He leaves his wife Caroline and 
three young daughters Olivia, Louisa 
and Pippa. Sam, who attended 
Stan well Comprehensive School, died 
on Monday, June 5. 

A UKIP member, he campaigned 
last year for Brexit, and was the 
party’s 2015 general election 
candidate in Caerphilly where he 
came second. 

Sam made a video and he set up a 
page to raise funds and awareness of 
bowel cancer. People can still donate 
at: www.justgiving .com/fundraising/ 
sam-gould3. 

On it he said: “Thanks for taking 
the time to visit my JustGiving page. 
On Monday, April 10, aged just 33,1 
was diagnosed with advanced (stage 
4) bowel cancer. 

“This means the cancer has spread 
to my liver and lymph nodes. The 
diagnosis was a terrible shock for me 
and my family, my wife Caroline and 
our three children, Olivia, aged five, 
Louisa, aged three and Pippa, aged 
one.” 

He went on to say: “I’ve set up this 
page to raise awareness of bowel 
cancer and to raise vital funds for 
Bowel Cancer UK.” 

Sam had an operation to remove a 
tumour and underwent chemotherapy. 

Coun Vincent Bailey, former head 
of communications at Vote Leave 
Cymru campaign, said: “Sam was a 
huge character, and a friend whose 
relentless energy and enthusiasm will 
be sorely missed. I was proud to have 
fought alongside him in the Leave 
campaign, and I will never forget the 
time we spent together on the 
campaign trail. My thoughts are with 
his wife and children at this terribly 
sad time.” 

Leader of the Welsh Conservatives, 
\\ndrew RT Davies AM, said: “You

couldn’t help but admire Sam’s 
energy and enthusiasm. He was a 
campaigner in the truest sense of the 
word. His passing at just 33 puts 
plenty into perspective, and he’ll be 
sorely missed by all who knew him at 
the Assembly. 

“It was a pleasure and privilege to 
join him on the Leave campaign last 
year, where he played such an 
important role.” 

Sam wanted people to be 
diagnosed early. The symptoms 
people should look out for are: 
bleeding from the back passage 
(rectum) or blood in your poo; a 
change in your normal bowel habit; a 
lump that your doctor can feel in your 
back passage or tummy; a feeling of 
needing to strain in your back 
passage (as if you need to poo), even 
after opening your bowels; losing 
weight; pain in your abdomen or back 
passage; tiredness and breathlessness 
caused by a lower than normal level 
of red blood cells. _ J 


"Give Barry chance 
to bid for funds’ 

SAYS COUNCILLOR 


DYFAN 
Conservative 
councillor, Vincent 
Bailey, has 
welcomed an 
imminent 
statement on the 
future of the Welsh 
Government’s 
‘Vibrant & Viable 
Places Scheme’, 
which he hopes 
could lead to more 
funding for Barry. 

He said the town had 
lost its regeneration 
status after its bid for 
financial support under 
the scheme’s first 
tranche was rejected, 
but the Welsh 
Government was now 
set to make a statement 
on the second tranche. 

But Labour AM Jane 
Hutt told The GEM that 
the Welsh Government 
had supported a number 
of projects across the 
town. 

Coun Bailey said he 
wanted Barry to regain 
its regeneration status 
and called for the next 
bids to be reopened to 
unsuccessful applicants. 

He said: “The loss of 
Barry’s regeneration 
status was a hammer 
blow to the town, but 


the second tranche of 
this scheme must be an 
opportunity for the new 
council to put together 
a successful bid for 
vital regeneration 
money. 

“The Cabinet 
Secretary’s statement 
next week needs to 
confirm that all parts of 
Wales will have an 
opportunity to reapply, 
and I look forward to 
clarity so that the town 
can know where it 
stands.” 

Coun Bailey said he 
hoped the Welsh 
Government could open 
up its own funding 
streams to a town that 
had traditionally missed 
out on EU money. 

Speaking in the 
Welsh Assembly on 
Tuesday this week, 
Andrew RT Davies AM 
called on the Welsh 
Government to confirm 
that unsuccessful bids 
would be able to apply 
again during the second 
tranche. 

Jane Hutt, the Leader 
of the House, 
confirmed that a 
statement on the second 
phase was imminent. 

And she told The 
GEM the ‘Vibrant & 
Viable Places Scheme’ 


had boosted Barry. 

“The Welsh 
Government has 
supported the 
regeneration of Barry 
with multimillion 
pound grant aid to the 
Vale Council over the 
past decade. 

“Projects funded by 
Vibrant & Viable 
Places Scheme between 
April 2014 and March 
2017 include the 
Holton Road 
improvement grants for 
commercial premises; 
Main Street grants for 
environmental 
improvements; the 
refurbishment of play 
areas across the town; 
funding for Barry 
YMCA and funding for 
CAB to tackle fuel 
poverty.” 

She added that 
between 2010 and 2014 
there was funding for 
the Pump House 
external work, 

Thomson Street 
improvements and 
other projects.”

CAPTAIN Graham 
Sommerfield was a 
remarkable man 
whose drive and 
enthusiasm 
returned a lifeboat 
service to Penarth 
in 1980 after the 
original service had 
closed decades 
earlier. 

Capt Sommerfield 
died on Tuesday, May 
23, aged 82. 

A spokesman for 
Penarth Lifeboat Station 
paid an affectionate 
tribute to him. 

“It was with great 
sadness that Penarth 
RNLI crew members 
past and present heard of 
the passing of Capt 
Graham Sommerfield. 

“In 1980, Capt 
Sommerfield, at the time 
a pilot in the Bristol 
Channel, was 

instrumental in bringing 
an RNLI station back to 
Penarth after the original 
one closed in 1905 
following a coastal 
review. 

“Recognising the need 
for the return of a 
lifeboat in Penarth, 
Graham, together with a 


number of volunteers, 
formed a group which 
had its first meeting in 
Penarth Yacht Club. 

“An informal crew 
was established, and 
soon there was a relief 
lifeboat, a Zodiac D120 
boat, accommodated in a 
local garage, and pushed 
down to the seafront 
when there was a shout, 
which was far from ideal. 

“Soon though, the 
crew needed more space,

and a location was 
identified in the old deck 
chair store which is now 
under the Fig Tree 
restaurant in Penarth. 
“With new doors in 
place, a quickly 
negotiated peppercorn 
rent, and a week of 
intensive training under 
their belts, this group of 
near strangers were soon 
carrying out rescues at 
sea. 

“Graham, now the 
honorary secretary of the 
station, quickly grew a 
competent crew around 
him, and his great 
personality meant that 
soon there was also a 
whole team of RNLI 
supporters. 

“At that time crew kit 
was basic, with RNLI 
supporters providing 
balaclavas, gloves and 
socks for the crew 
members, the remaining 
kit being caps, oilskins 
and, of course, welly 
boots. 

“It was Graham’s 
sheer perseverance, good 
humour and influencing 
skills that kept 
momentum for the 
lifeboat at Penarth to be 
officially recognised, and 
it developed into a 
service provided 24 
hours a day, 365 days of 
the year. 

“Some 16 years after 
the reopening of a 
lifeboat service in 
Penarth, the dedication 
of the new RNLI station 
took place, where it 
stands today at the 
southerly end of the 
Esplanade. 

“There is no doubt 
that it was Graham’s 
passion for the RNLI and 
its volunteers that 
enabled the RNLI station 
to go from strength to 
strength, to the facility it 
is today. 

“As a master mariner, 
Graham brought an 
extensive skill set with 
him to the station. His 
knowledge of sailing, the 
local area, sea conditions 
and tidal currents was 
exemplary. 

“More than that 
however, he was an 
excellent administrator, a 
brilliant leader, and 
proved totally reliable in 
a crisis. He coupled these 
skills with an enviable 
approach to people, he 


was a ‘true gent’ to us all, 
a thoroughly nice man, 
kind and genuine, 
someone who never 
raised his voice, who 
commanded respect and 
gave respect to his crew. 

“A natural 

philanthropist, Graham 
used his own money to 
fund items of crew 
equipment, and he 
formed lifetime bonds 
with all of the crew under 
his command. 

“An enthusiasm for 
fundraising events came 
thick and fast at the 
station, with Graham 
steering many of these 
events, always the 
ambassador for the 
RNLI.” 

Capt Sommerfield 
was born on April 11, 
1935, and began his 
seafaring career as an 
apprentice on board the 
MV Katrine. 

He used to tell friends 
the amusing story of how 
his mother went to wave 
him off from Cardiff 
docks and when he 
returned two years later 
she arrived at the 
quayside but failed to 
recognise him. 

He worked for Bristol 
Steam Navigation 
Company as mate/master 
running between Dublin, 
Bristol and other 
European ports. 

Wishing to spend 
more time with his 
family, he secured a 
position as captain with 
British Dredging, 

working out of Cardiff 
Docks, and Bowles 
wharf. 

His ship could be seen 
from the family’s Cardiff 
home as it left the docks 
and returned. 

He eventually 

obtained the position of 
‘dock pilot’ covering 
both Cardiff and Barry 
docks where he earned 
praise from the captains 
of ships visiting the two 
ports. 

Capt Sommerfield 
lived in Lavernock 
where he had many 
friends. 

Following a stroke his 
son tried to persuade him 
to move to Norfolk on 
several occasions, but he 
was keen to stay in the 
area. 

He attended the local 
stroke club where he 


once again demonstrated 
an unselfish devotion to 
helping other people. He 
even did a sponsored 
electric bike ride around 
Cosmeston Lake to raise 
money for the stroke 
club. 

After standing down 
from his role as honorary 
secretary in June 1993, 
Capt Sommerfield kept 
in regular touch with 
crew members. 

Latterly, he lived in St 
Albans Nursing Home, 
Cardiff, and crew 
members would visit him 
regularly, although 
towards the end of his 
life his memory started to 
fade. 

Stories of epic 
rescues, launch requests, 
fundraising events and 
his maritime career were 
shared with many of the 
staff at the home. 

The lifeboat station 
spokesman added: “His 
passing has touched the 
crew, but he leaves 
behind a RNLI station 
which, from his 
inception, has grown 
from strength to strength, 
and is one of Wales’ 
busiest stations, where 
his values and principles 
are those shared by the 
members of the crew.” 

There were lots of 
tributes on Facebook to 
Capt Sommerfield. 

Paul Edwards said: 
“So very upset to hear 
the sad news of 
Graham’s passing. I have 
no doubt I and my fellow 
cohorts have helped to 
give Graham many of his 
grey hairs but he never 
once strayed from being 
such a very class act. 

“I owe him a lot and 
will be there on the 16th 
to say thanks.” 

James Lock 

commented: “A real 
gentleman and I am 
proud to have known 
him, God rest you 
Graham.” 

Capt Sommerfield’s 
funeral is to be held at 
the Cardiff and 
Glamorgan Memorial 
Park and Crematorium 
on Friday, June 16, at 
3pm, afterwards at 
Wenvoe Country Club.

U3A members visit 
the tallest fountain 
in Great Britain 



Stanway House, Gloucestershire. 


PERHAPS because it’s not a 
National Trust property, few 
people appear to have heard of 
Stanway House, near 
Toddington in Gloucestershire. 

A group from Cowbridge U3A had 
the opportunity recently to take a pre¬ 
season guided tour of this Jacobean 
manor with its impressive gatehouse, 
currently owned by the 13th Earl of 
Wemyss. 

Fortified by a coffee stop en-route 
and then an excellent buffet lunch in a 
Toddington hostelry, some of the party 
paid a quick visit to the nearby 
Gloucestershire Warwickshire Steam 
Railway station, where the Dinmore 
Manor steam locomotive (saved in 
1979 from the Woodham Brothers 
scrapyard in Barry) could be seen. 

From there, it was a short journey on 
to the manor house for an entertaining 
and informative tour when the group 
was told about the history of the 
building and its owners. 

The estate was owned by 
Tewkesbury Abbey for 800 years, then 
for 500 years by the Tracy family and 
their present descendants, the Earls of 
Wemyss and March. 

The next part of the visit was to the 
nearby restored water mill, with its 
massive iron water wheel, which 
produces stone-ground flour from 
wheat grown on the Stanway estate. 

The miller enjoyed his job - it was 
obvious from his explanation of how 


the mill was a testament to the 
practical ingenuity of our ancestors. 

Stanway House is also home to the 
fountain, which was opened on June 5, 
2004. This was operated especially for 
the U3A party. The single-jet fountain 
rises to over 300 feet (91m), and is the 
tallest in Britain, the second tallest in 
Europe, and the tallest gravity-fed 
fountain in the world. 

A few U3A members climbed the 
slope for a closer look at the fountain 
(keeping upwind of the spray) to find 
that there was a pair of swans with six 
cygnets in residence on the lake. One 
of the group had to make a hasty retreat 
after straying too close to the avian 
family! 

Near to the manor house, there is a 
medieval tithe barn, built around 1370 
for Tewkesbury Abbey. It has a stone 
roof supported by massive base crack 
timbers and is now used for events and 
as a theatre. 

The adjacent church of St Peter is 
basically 12th century but, 
unfortunately, was over-restored by the 
Victorians. 

There was even time for tea and 
cakes at the house before the journey 
back to Cowbridge. 

With its surrounding parkland, wide 
lawns, wild flower meadows, water 
features, woodlands and walled 
garden, Stanway House is as peaceful 
and beautiful as any in Britain - well 
worth a visit.

he way to go 


P LANTING 
vegetables in 
containers is 
a great way of 
growing your own 
food, especially if 
space is limited. 

It means you can 
have your own supply 
of edible crops, not only 
in the garden, but also 
on you balcony or patio, 
and pretty much all year 
round. 


There are plenty of 
excellent reasons for 
growing vegetables and 
herbs in pots: 

Convenience - 
everything is easy to get 
to when you need to 
pick some spinach or 
grab some tomatoes, 
you just step outside to 
your container garden; 

Light - sometimes 
the only sun you get in 
a garden is on the patio 
or balcony so for plants 


that thrive in sunny 
positions, it makes 
sense to place them 
where they will grow 
the best. It also means 
that if there is a 
heatwave, you can 
move them into partial 
shade for a while; 

Soil - you are the 
master of their soil, 
which means you can 
create the best growing 
environment by using 
the right compost. A 


soil-based compost, 
such as John Innes No 
3, is easy to grow in or 
compost from grow 
bags is also a good 
option. Growing 
vegetables in good 
potting mix makes 
plants grow faster and 
remain healthier; 

Water - it takes less 
water to keep a few pots 
watered than to water 
an allotment or 
vegetable garden. 
However, it’s really 
important to make sure 
your containers don’t 
dry out, so you do need 
to water on a regular 
basis, especially if 
growing in porous pots 
such as terracotta. 

If water restrictions 
are in place then you 
can always use grey 
water from baths or 
washing up; 

Sharing - container 
gardening can include 
all the family. Children 
love growing plants in 
pots because the soil is 
good, and success is 
more than likely. 

Pots are easy for 
them to reach, they can 
have a pot of their own 
and although they will 
need help in the initial 
planting, they can be 


responsible for the 
care... and harvesting! 

The key to successful 
container growing is 
picking the right 
varieties and the right 
pots. Many vegetables 
are happy growing in 
containers - just make 
sure they are deep 
enough for the plants to 
grow in. 

Vegetables that grow 
particularly well in 
containers include 
beetroot, broad beans, 
carrots, herbs, lettuce, 
peas, potatoes, salad 
leaves (rocket and 
chicory), salad onions, 
spinach and tomatoes. 

Choosing a pot that is 
the right size for your 
plants will help ensure 
container gardening 
success. Smaller 
containers can result in 
a lack of moisture and 
nutrients for plant roots.

You can grow crops in pots all year round, but 
mainly from April to October.

A DAY-long prayer 
vigil will be held by 
a south Wales 
church as voters go 
to the polls on 
Thursday. 

Churches across Wales

A DEAF volunteer 
from Porthcawl has 
been honoured for 
helping other people 
in the area who are 
deaf or have 
hearing loss. 

Katie Owen aged 27, 
has a mixed hearing loss 
which is a combination 
of mild, moderate and 
severe loss. 

Katie was awarded 
Action on Hearing Loss 
Cymru’s ‘Passion in 
Action’ award, for 
volunteering with the 
charity’s ‘Live Well with 
Hearing Loss’ service. 

The project provides 
information on 

equipment that can help 
people who are deaf, and 
gives them training in 
how to use it in their own 
homes. 

The service also 
provides information on 
accessing other agencies 
that could support them, 
such as the fire service 
and social services. 

The award was given 
to Katie to mark 
Volunteers’ Week, which 
runs from June 1 to June 
7. 

Katie had volunteered 
for Action on Hearing 
Loss Cymru in a 
different role but then 
contacted the charity 
when she was having 
difficulty at university. 

Katie said: “My 
lectures had been moved 
to a different hall, which 
was large and echoey 
and I found it difficult to 


catch what the lecturer 
was saying. 

“The university was 
really supportive and my 
lecturers helped as much 
as they could, but I was 
still struggling. 

“I spoke to someone 
from the Live Well with 
Hearing Loss project, 
who advised me to buy a 
portable loop system 
which dramatically 
helped my experience. 

“At last I could hear 
everything the lecturer 
was saying and I was 
able to ask questions and 
to take part in 
discussions.” 

As a result of this 
experience, Katie 
wanted to get more 
involved with the charity 
and signed up as a 
volunteer for the Live 


Well project. In the last 
two years she has not 
only visited people in 
their own homes to give 
them support, she has 
also set up a bi-monthly 
community hub, in 
Bridgend Hospital’s 

audiology department. 

Katie said: “Because I 
have hearing loss, I 
understand how 

important it is to find 
equipment that can help. 
I really empathise with 
the people I’m helping 
so that’s really rewarding 
for me.” 

Action on Hearing 
Loss Cymru volunteer 
manager Paul Chappell 
said: “This award 

recognises that Katie is 
leading the way in 
delivering high-quality 
services to people with 


hearing loss. 

“With every service 
user Katie meets she 
shows instant empathy 
and understanding, 
leaving people feeling 
positive about the 
service they have 
received and empowered 
with the knowledge of 
what to do next. 

“Katie continues to 
share this knowledge 
with her local 
community, friends and 
family, enabling them to 
manage their hearing 
loss or deafness better 
and live well with 
hearing loss. It’s great to 
see her celebrated as one 
of the best volunteers in 
Wales.”

Mr Bowen admits 
that the year-long 
challenge is the hardest 
thing he has ever done, 
and that so far he has 
had to run in winter, 
spring and summer. 

“So far, this year, I 
have run in everything 
from hailstones and 
freezing winds to 
intense, dehydrating 
heat. 

“Thinking about what 
these dogs have gone 
through gets me out 
there every day without 
fail. If you have a dog 
in your family, you’d 
probably understand.” 

His rules are simple: 
“I have to run every day 
for at least three 
kilometres every time, 
and do at least 30km in 


a week. I must hit over 
1,600km for the whole 
year. 

“On top of this, I 
have set myself extra 
targets - possibly 
2,000km for the year, 
and an average of over 
5.5km per day over the 
year. 

“For each one that I 
hit by December 31,1 
will add £50 myself to 
whatever has been 
raised. If I’m going to 
do this, it might as well 
be as challenging as 
possible.”

Town council becomes 
‘living wage employer , 


Kayak anglers’ 
competition 
in Porthcawl 


BARRY Town 
Council will 
become an 
accredited living 
wage employer 
after a Plaid Cymru 
motion was passed 
in the full council 
on May 31. 

As an accredited 
living wage employer, 
the council will pay all 
staff a minimum of 
£8.45 per hour, in line 
with the real living 
wage, a sum calculated 
by academics at 
Loughborough 
University as the 
minimum rate required 
to have a ‘decent 
lifestyle’. 

It was the first 
ordinary meeting of the 
town council since 
Labour lost its majority 
on the council. Seven of 
Labour’s 10 councillors 
abstained, and the 
motion was passed 15 - 
0. 

Plaid councillor Ian 
Johnson, who moved the 
motion, said he believed 
the payment of staff was 
a moral issue. 

“I am pleased that 
Barry Town Council 
have voted to become an 
accredited living wage 
employer. This is a 
moral issue as much as 
anything else. 

“How can a local 
council, funded by the 
people it serves, pay its 
staff less than they need 
to live on? 


“I had hoped that all 
councillors would 
support this motion, so I 
am disappointed that 
seven Labour councillors 
abstained. At least they 
didn’t vote against this, 
as they have in the past.” 

Conservative 
councillor Vincent 
Bailey said he was 
pleased cross-party 
action would benefit the 
staff. 

He said: “Having long 
been a supporter of the 
Living Wage Foundation 
and its work I was 
extremely pleased to 
have an opportunity to 
help make Barry Town 
Council a living wage 
employer. 

“Conservatives in 
government have already 
increased personal tax 
allowances and taken 
thousands of the poorest 
workers in Wales out of 
paying tax altogether. 

“But taking this cross¬ 
party action in Barry sets 
a clear example to all 
employers to value and 
invest in their staff. 

“A living wage 
affords people the 
opportunity to provide 
for themselves and their 
families. It’s good for 
business, good for 
families, and good for 
society.” 

Another Plaid Cymru 
councillor, Mark 
Hooper, a business 
owner and chair of the 
town’s ‘shop local’ 
committee, added: “As a 


business owner myself, I 
see the effect of low 
wages on families and 
their ability to spend 
money in local shops. As 
a council, we should be 
setting an example for 
other businesses in the 
town. 

“We know that half of 
people in poverty are 
actually in work and that 
is also true of many 
people who go to 
foodbanks. 

“All businesses 
should be paying enough 
money for their staff to 
be able to live a decent 
life.” 

Prior to the vote, 
Barry Town Council 
Leader Coun Bronwen 
Brooks said: “As leader 
of the Labour Group I 
am aware that Barry 
Town Council already 
pays above the National 
Living Wage of £7.50 an 
hour and furthermore 
wrote to the national 
negotiators, AMs and 
MPs in 2016 detailing 
concerns about some 
councils adopting the 
Living Wage Scheme, 
but only temporarily.”

HISTORY of a sort was made 
at the well-run and friendly 
Pembrokeshire Hunt Point- 
To-Point Steeplechases at 
Trecoed last Saturday when 
the judge ruled that January 
Don , a six-year-old brown 
gelding owned and trained by 
Bridgend builder Roger 
Willcox, had won the 
restricted race by a nose from 
the pacemaking Chasing 
Casey partnered by Ben Jones. 

Unlike racecourses proper there 
are no photo-finish cameras at 
point-to-points which enable the 
judge to declare whether a horse 
has won by a nose (between a 
dead heat and a short head) and, as 
far as I know, this was the first 
time at a point-to-point that a race 
has been won by the official 
minimum distance. 

January Don's rider, 24-year- 
old Evan David of Llanharan, 
apparently had no doubts that he 
had won as he rode straight into 
the winner’s enclosure. David, 
who was chalking up his 24th 
winner of the season, said: “He 
jumped well and he plugged on 
nicely.” 

When asked for a comment, Mr 
Willcox, sometimes known as 
‘Reg’, joked: “I’m a good builder 
and a good trainer and January 
Don won’t run again this season.” 

In more than half- a-century of 
reporting on the Welsh hunt¬ 
racing scene, I have seen a number 
of former Welsh point-to-point 
riders go on to make a name for 
themselves under National Rules 
and these include Carl Llewellyn 
and Hywel Davies, who both went 
on to win the Grand National. 

In fact, Carl won the world’s 
greatest steeplechase on two 
occasions. However, none of those 
riders have impressed me more 
than 16-year-old old James 
Bowen, son of Pembrokeshire 
National Hunt trainer Peter 
Bowen, who has taken the point- 
to-point world by storm. 

To date (June 3) James, who 
only started race-riding on his 
16th birthday in March and with 
the season halfway over, has 
ridden in 51 races and won 29 of 
them, a record that I can’t ever see 
being beaten. 

James who had four rides at the 
meeting won on three of them. He 
was unplaced on Dunraven Blue 
(restricted); he then won the men’s 
open over four miles on his 
mother Karen’s Flying Eagle, 
which finished alone after Doctor 
Braveheart pulled-up and Man Of 


Leisure had refused at the last. 

Flying Eagle, a nine-year-old 
bay gelding by Oscar and trained 
by James’ brother Michael, was 
winning for the fifth time on the 
bounce. 

James then won the open 
maiden race on David Brace’s 
seven-year-old bay gelding 
Delkantra which came home 15 
lengths ahead of Vet Cert. 

His third win came in the final 
race of the day the intermediate 
race on Tim Underwood’s 
Cheltenham Mati who, at five- 
years-old, was not only the 
youngest runner in the race but the 
only mare. 

The French-bred Cheltenham 
Mati’s task was made easier when 
Robin’s Wager, ridden by 
Cowbridge’s Byron Moorcroft, 
and who appeared to be running 
on strongly, came down at the 
second last fence. 

This was a bitter blow for 
Byron as if he had won he would 
have beaten Bowen in the race for 
the Welsh Rider’s Championship. 

Peter Bowen, James’ father, 
puts his son’s talent down to the 
fact that he learned a lot when 
competing in pony races and this 
is probably true. 

The one thing that I have 
noticed about this most promising 
rider who will surely soon be 
joining the paid ranks like his 
older brother Sean is his vigilance, 
in or out of the saddle. 

Pembrokeshire’s Mrs Mary 
Evans, who hails from the Vale of 
Glamorgan, saw her 11-year-old 
Superman De La Rue, land the 
opening hunt members’ race. 

Partnered by 21-year-old 
Irishman Conor Orr, the former 
hurdler won by six lengths from 
the aged Daffern Seal ridden by 
Jodie Hughes who has won the 
Welsh Ladies’ championship. 

Conor Orr said: “He hurdled his 
fences and hit the third last very 
low but he ran on in good style.” 
Mrs Evans said: “He’s won two 
point-to-points and a hurdle race. 
He enjoys his racing and we will 
probably run him over hurdles 
again.” 

Mrs Evans later saw her 
granddaughter, Llancarfan’s 
Isabel Williams, finish third in the 
ladies’ open race when riding her 
mother’s (Mrs Cath Williams’) 
Buck Mulligan behind Golden 
Crisp and Tiger Rag. 

Golden Crisp, owned by Tim 
Underwood and ridden by Hannah 
Lewis, made most of the running 
to win by two lengths from Tiger 


Rag (Anna Lewis) with Buck 
Mulligan a further two lengths 
away in third place. 

Lisette Davies riding the grey 
Taz won the mixed scurry race and 
there was a close finish to the first 
of the two pony races with Daniel 
Ellis, aged 12, on Clear The Track 
beating Edward Vaughan, aged 9, 
on Little Replacement by a neck. 
Both riders are members of the 
Llangeinor Hunt Pony Club. 

Only two of the five entries 
went to post for the second pony 
race in which Jessica Llewellyn, 
(14) of Bargoed beat Bridgend’s 
Connor Brace, (15) riding Don’t 
Tell Dai. 

WELSH TRAINERS IN 
FORM 

WELSH-based trainers have 
been in good form of late. 

Last Thursday Bridgend’s John 
Flint saw his course and distance 
winner Air Of York land the 
Wolverhampton Holiday Inn 
Handicap over seven furlongs 
when the five-year-old, ridden by 
Luke Morris won by four lengths 
from Caledonia Laird at odds of 
7-2 favourite. 

At the Ffos Las evening 
meeting, Llancarfan’s Evan 
Williams took the Mare’s Novice 
Hurdle with 2-1 chance Skewiff, 
which won by a neck and a short 
head from Hint Of Grey and 
Included. Skewiff was ridden by 
Adam Wedge. 

Ebbw Vale’s Dai Burchell took 
the handicap chase with 
Butlergrove King, the 9-4 
favourite ridden by RT Dunne, 
and Carmarthen’s Debra Hamer 
saw her Super Scorpion land the 
three miles handicap chase at 3-1 
with Tom Bellamy in the saddle. 

OUTSIDER OF THREE 
THE old maxim ‘always bet the 
outsider of three’ in a three- 
horse race certainly paid off for 
backers of Tim Vaughan’s 
Rasasee in the opening novices’ 
hurdle race at Market Rasen on 
Friday. 

Four-year-old Rasasee, the 16- 
1 outsider of three, ridden by Alan 
Johns, came home two-and-a- 
quarter lengths ahead of the long 
odds-on favourite Azzuri. 

Later in the day, 
Pembrokeshire’s Peter Bowen 
took the handicap hurdle with 
Oscarteea, who, partnered by his 
son Sean Bowen, won by 17 
lengths from Brian Boranha.

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Lions tour starts with a whimper... 

and win for the Blues bloodies their nose 


S PORT loves nothing better than 
a good build-up. Countless 
column inches and TV time are 
given over to the anticipation of big 
sporting events, and the British & 
Irish Lions tour is most certainly one 
of those. 

Yet ironically, while the tour itself, and 
the squad selection, has been built-up 
and debated since the naming of Warren 
Gatland as head coach last September, on 
the field the Lions have been distinctly 
lacking in build-up. 

With the domestic season only 
wrapping up a week last Saturday, and 
the squad only flying into New Zealand 
three days before their opening fixture, 
the chances of Gatland’s squad being 
both jet-lagged and under-cooked on the 
field was a likely prospect. 

The Lions’ first taste of action came 
on Saturday as they faced Provincial 
Barbarians in rainswept Whangarei. 

The mixture of jet-lag and lack of 
game time, coupled with a home side 
who were keen to play in the Barbarian 


style, resulted in a disjointed and rather 
un-engaging encounter, albeit one the 
Lions would have been more than happy 
to have edged out 13-7, Anthony Watson 
grabbing the try that, coupled with Owen 
Farrell’s conversion and penalties from 
Jonathan Sexton and Greig Laidlaw, saw 
them begin the tour with a win. 

The Lions never truly settled and even 
Watson’s try wasn't enough to calm their 
edginess, with the Barbarians looking the 
more likely to snatch a win at the end. 

A tough opening encounter then, and 
one that, while not negotiated with the 
ease that some were expecting and 
hoping for, will at the very least have 
worn some of the rust off with bigger 
tests ahead. 

While the team performance was poor, 
there were some shining examples 
individually - Kyle Sinckler was superb 
in the tight and the loose, Taulupe 
Faletau put in a shift that will have 
slightly eased the concerns following 
Billy Vunipola’s withdrawal through 
injury, while Ben Te'o looked purposeful

in the centre. 

Also heartening (although not without 
the caveat that they were coming into the 
game late on) were the changes made by 
Gatland as the game was in the balance. 
Farrell looked assured at outside-half, 
replacing the off-colour Sexton, Rhys 
Webb more threatening than Laidlaw, 
while the rest of the replacements bench 
gave the Lions a slightly surer footing 
once they were on the pitch. 

Come Wednesday it was all change, as 
Ken Owens led a completely-changed 
outfit for the far tougher proposition 
of the Blues. 

With eight All Blacks lining up against 
them, this was going to be a huge test for 
a group of players getting their first taste 
of Lions action on this tour. 

The start wasn’t auspicious, as the 
Blues settled the quicker and took the 
lead through an unconverted try from the 
hugely impressive Ioane, but the Lions 


were quick to force their way back into 
the game. 

With the set-piece and the lineout 
working superbly, CJ Stander forced his 
way over, and with Halfpenny 
converting, the Lions led 7-5. 

A further penalty gave the Lions a 
five-point lead, but in injury time Sonny 
Bill Wiliams managed to down the ball 
after a melee under the posts which saw 
the TMO adjudge that Jack Nowell had 
knocked the ball backwards (rather than 
a Blues’ hand forwards) and the 
conversion sent the Blues into the lead. 

The second half start by the men in red 
was sluggish to say the least, Ioane’s 
boot in touch preventing a further score 
for the Blues, and Liam Williams was 
sin-binned for two high challenges. 
However, after a Blues penalty the Lions 
soon got back into gear, and two further 
penalties saw them edge just ahead. 

However, if they thought they were 
home and dry, they weren’t counting on a 
sublime piece of brilliance from 
Williams and Ihaia West, which saw the 


latter arc his way over the line, a 
conversion under the posts a formality 
and the score 22-16 to the Blues. 

The Lions had a late chance to pull it 
out of the bag, but Rory Best’s errant 
lineout throw ended their hopes of 
making it two wins on tour. 

The performance in the scrum and the 
lineout was improved, but the stagnancy 
in the loose (made all the more apparent 
by the Blues’ beautifully calibrated back 
play) will certainly be a concern for the 
coaching team, the backline yet to really 
fire. 

In a week that saw Warren Gatland’s 
tactics criticised, he now faces another 
big test on Saturday against the 
Crusaders, who no doubt will be 
smelling blood after the Blues’ 
performance. 

A win on Saturday will be a balm to 
soothe the wounds of Wednesday - a 
defeat will heap more pressure on a 
squad and coaching team already 
looking embattled on this trickiest of 
tours. J
